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Danger Of Poisoning 
U.S. Asks Food Recall 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 
The 
government has initiated 
the 
voluntary market removal of 
13.9 million servings of a nation- 
ally known soup mixture be- 
cause of food poisoning danger. 


Also since January, it has 
spurred 
industry 
recalls 
of 
334,000 
pounds 
of 
popcorn 
packed by a Milford, 111., fh-m; 
of 24,000 nationally-distributed 
frozen strawberry pies manu- 
factured by a Columbus, Ohio, 
baker; and of 2,000 cases of a 


name-brand 
candy. 
All 
were! 
contaminated with insect or ro-. 
dent material, or both. 


Other food items recalled in: 
the past three months because I 
of 
contamination 
in 
certain | 
brands and lots include dried i 
eggs, anchovies, noodles, rai- 
sins. frozen fried chicken, pea- 
nut butter, pimentos, pizzas and 
cooked mushrooms. 


The recalls are never totally 
successful, 
according 
to 
a 
spokesman for the Food and 


Drug Administration. Some of 
the products are purchased and 
consumed. 
The 
agency 
can't 
specify how many. 


"Today's 
scientific 
knowl-i 
edge, 
working 
through 
good| 
laws to protect consumers, as- 
sures the safety and wholesome- 
ness of every component of the 
American food supply." 
says 
the FDA, and indeed the great 
majority of foods, health sup- 
plies and cosmetics sold to the 
public are safe and wholesome 


The National Academy of Sci- 


onces says, however, FDA in- 
spects only 40 per cent of the 
64,000 interstate food processing 
plants subject to federal check- 
ing. and the agency itself esti- 
mates that 20 per cent of the 
plants are in substantial viola- 
tion of government standards.

Yellow dye was dumped into 
sewage treatment plants in the 
Miami area to track the pro- 
gress of wastes into waterways. 
A group calling itself "Environ-

Protest Election 
End In Colombia 


BOGOTA, Colombia (AP) 
- 
Authorities clamped a Sid on Bo- 
gota Wednesday, sending troops 
to surround the home of ex-dlc- 
tator Gustavo Rojas Pinilla and 
clearing the streets of demon- 
strators charging that the presi- 
dential elections were rigged. 


The volatile nation was under 
a state of siege imposed Tues- 
day night by President Carlos 
Lleras Restrepo as folhwers of 
Rojas threatened to use force to 
turn the presidency over to the 
70-year-old retired general. 


Rojas had held a lead in Sun- 
day's election but latest returns, 
with 96 per cent of the vote tab- 
ulated, 
put 
the 
government- 
backed candidate, Misael Pas- 
trana Borrero, in front by near- 
ly 50,000 votes. 


The tally was 1,571,249 votes 
for Pastrana, of the rul-ng Na- 
tional From, to 1,521,267 for the 
former sti-ong man. 


Quiet returned to the city aft- 


er a second night of violence 
during which police used tear 
gas 
and 
oavalry 
charges 
to 
clear the streets of thoiijands of 
Rojas followers. 


Reports circulated 
that 
the 
Rojas camp had orders not to 
hit the streets again for at least 
24 hours, despite their leader's 
declaration that "war is war." 


"The government can jail all 
the people it cares to," the for- 
mer dictator said, "but in two 
or three days it will have to free 
them, for the situation in the 
country worsens every day." 


Rojas' Anapo party served no- 
tice that it would "not recognize 
a verdict different from the vic- 
tory of this candidate: the presi- 
dent-elect of Colombia is Gen. i 
Gustavo Rojas Pinilla." 


"We hold the government and 
President Lleras responsible for 
the consequences 
his 
double- 
dealing and lying conduct may 
bring upon the country," it said.

—Drugs of varying potency 
that were mislabeled, encased 
in tubes that leaked or lacked 
an essential ingredient. 


- Such supposedly sterile hos- 
pital suppHes as sponges, scal- 
pels and catheters that were 
contaminated.

FDA 
warned against eating a brand 
of prepared pizzas distributed 
by the Roman Inn Pizza Co.. 
throughout the upper Midwest. 


The FDA said mushrooms in 
some of the 80.000 "Roman De- 
luxe Italian Brand" pizzas pro- 
duced this month are suspected 
of causing botulism, an acute 
food poisoning that can be fatal. 


Roman Inn Pizza has been re- 
calling the pizza, the FDA said, 
but "since distribution has been 
so widespread and has gone on 
for 
several 
weeks 
a 
public 
warning is considered 
neces- 
sary." 


The 24,000 Mountain Top Fro- 
zen Strawberry Pies were re- 
called, the FDA said, because of 
"rodent contamination of fruit 
used as a raw material." 


The rccall of 2,000 cases of 
Russell Stover Candies distrib- 
uted in Missouri, Nebraska and 
Indiana v.as caused by "rodent 
and insects infestation of plant 
and rodent and insect hairs and 
fragments found in samples," 
the FDA said. 


The agency attributed the re- 
call of the 334,000 pounds of pop- 
corn to "rodent contamination 
of plant and product." The pop-

Inflation In March 
Extends Price Rise 


PORT OF SPAIN, Ti'inidad 
(AP) — Six U.S. Navy vessels 
converged on Trinidad Wednes- 
day with orders to move in if 
needed to evacuate American 
citizens from tliis island nation 
torn 
by 
disorders 
stemming 
from the arrest of Black Power 
movement leaders. 


The move was announced as 
officials in Washington disclosed 
that the United States is flymg 
small 
arms 
and 
ammunition 
which have been urgently re- 
quested bv the Trinidad govern- 
ment. A S'tate Department press 
officer said Ti'inidad had asked 
to buy the arras. 


This information followed an 
unconfirmed report that rebel 
elements 
in Trinidad's 
army 
had seized the armory at the 
main base outside Port of Spain 
and controlled the weapons. 


Ti'inidad police who have been 
trying 
to 
keep 
rampaging 
crowds in check ai-e armed only 
with old single-shot Enfreli ri- 
fles from Britain. 


The 17,000-ton helicopter car- 
rier 
Guadalcanal, 
flagship of 
the 
U.S. 
Navy's 
Caribbean 
force, 
and 
three 
amphibious 
vessels, the Speigel Grove, Suf- 
folk 
County and 
Vermillion 
weighed anchor off Puerto Rico 
Wednesday morning and began 
the run of nearly 600 miles to 
Trinidad as shooting continued 
in Port of Spain for the sec )nd 
straight day. 


The pentagon also disclosed 
that the guided missile cruiser 
BiSdle and the LST Terrebone 


Parish had departed from un- 
known positions in the Carib- 
bean and headed toward Trini- 
dad. 


White House press sejietary 
Ronald L. Ziegler told newsmen 
in Washington tliat the Navy 
craft were to stand by to be 
ready if needed to evacuate 
Americans. 


"We have no intention of in- 
volving ourselves in the internal 
affairs of 
Trinidad," 
Ziegler 
said. 


The crisis was touched off by 
the arrest of 14 leaders of the 
Black Power movement after 
Williams persuaded Gov. Gen. 
Sir Arthur McShine to declare a 
state of emergency. 


Unrest had been mounting on 
the island-nation and the arrests 
sent a crowd of blacks surging 
into the streets smasning doors 
and store windows. 


Shooting 
continued 
in 
and 
about Port of Spain Wednesday 
as loyal troops combed the hills 
in search of rebellious elements 
from 
the 
country's 
800 man 
army, called the Regiment. 


It had originally been report- 
ed that 200-300 soldiers aefected, 
but later information indicated 
that the number was closer to 
50. Loyal troops claimed the 
capture of 18 dissident soldiers 
Wednesday morning in the hills 
around regimental headquarters 
outside the capital. 


Some rebel soldiers still m 
the hills were reported splii. into 
small groups, all of them armed 
with automatic weapons.

Officials 
in Chicago, where 
40,000 drivers are either striking 
or locked out, said the dispute 
is costing the city between $30 
million and $40 million a day. 
Layoffs of some 40,000 workers 
were expected to reach 350,000 
if the dispute continued. 


Strikes by 13,000 Teamsters in 
Los Angeles and 10,000 in St. 
Louis continued. About 18.000 


persons in Ohio were idled be- 
cause of drivers strikes in Cleve- 
land and Akron. 


No negotiations were sched- 
uled between five associations 
representing 1,200 Chicago area 
trucking firms and Teamsters 
officials. The cartage 
grouos 
say they will not negotiate with 
the union unless it moderates its 
bargaining posture. 


The Chicago di-ivers want a 
three-year 
contract 
providing 
$1.65 hourly raises. A national 
contract for 450,000 Teamsters 
provides $1.10 hourly increases 
but the agreement has not been 
submitted for member ratifica- 
tion. 


S. Viet s Help 
Cambodia 


SAIGON (AP) - 
More than 
5,000 South Vietnamese troops 
were 
reported 
Wednesday 
to 
have driven as deep as 15 miles 
into Cambodia, seizing enemy 
bases 
and 
arms 
caches 
and 
skirmishing 
with 
North 
Viet- 
namese and Viet Cong troops. 


The operation, which began 
Monday, may have been set up 
early last week when two Amer- 
icans flew to the Cambodian 
provincial 
capital 
of 
Svay 
Rieng, 25 miles west of the bor- 
der, to confer with the province 
chief, informed sources said. 


They 
said 
the 
Americans, 
dressed in civilian clotnes, were 
believed to be from the U.S. 
Central Intelligence Agency. 


It was reported that the Svay 
Rieng Province chief met with 
the Americans and pinpointed 
the locations 
of 
North 
Viet- 
namese and Viet Cong bases 
and supply caches. The men 
flew in and out of Cambodia in 
two South Vietnamese helicop- 
ters, by this account. 


The 
government 
forces 
in- 
clude 11 ranger and infantry 
battalions and elements of ar- 
mored cavalry with more than 
100 armored personnel caniers. 


South Vietnamese troops were 
said to have captured nearly 
1,000 weapons in the operation, 
which stretched along a 30 mile 
front. They also destroyed JO 
storage hub. 


The two major concentrations' 
of 
South 
Vietnamese 
troops 
were across the border from 
Tuyen Binh and Hong Ngu, dis- 
trict towns 55 and 75 miles west 
of Saigon. 


Five 
U.S. Cobra 
helicopter 
gunships were said to have sup- 
ported the operation by firing 
from the South Vietnamese side 
of the border. 


Associated Press correspond- 
ent Peter Ainett reported from 
operational 
headquarters 
at 
Moc Hoa that precautions were 
being taken to keep U.S. air- 
craft and advisers from cross- 
ing the border. 


South 
Vietnamese 
forces 
claimed they killed more than 


220 enemy soldiers in the firsc 
two days of the operation, which 
g o v e r n m e n t 
communiques 
placed on the South Vietnamese 
side of the border. 


Field reports said South Viet- 
namese casualties were at least 
26 killed and 101 woundfKi. 


The 
U.S. 
Command 
an- 
nounced the loss of seven al-- 
craft, including fotu* over South- 
ern Laos. An eighth aircraft, a 
light 
observation 
helicopter, 
was 
shot down but not de- 
stroyed.

Torture In Greece 


The repressive military 
K<^vorn- 
nient of Greece has had little success 
in persuading the world that its inten­ 
tions are really benign and all in the 
interests of the Greek people. No one 
swallows that. There 
has 
been 
too 
much unimpeachable evidence that the 
Greek 
government 
is 
counter-demo­ 
cratic and authoritarian. The irony of 
that, in “ the cradle of democracy." has 
not escaped free men. 


Athens’ protestations of essential 
virtue will be even harder to swallow,

The Global View 
Greece Is Cozying 
Up To Moscow

(N EA )—Because loannis Kap- 
sis, the courageous Greek edi­ 
tor, urged the restoration of 
democracy in his country, an 
Athens military tribunal sen­ 
tenced him to five years in 
prison and closed his 57-year- 
old newspaper, Ethnos. 


The verdict of the “ special 
court” hand-picked by Premier 
Papadopoulos was hardly a sur­ 
prise. 


The sti-ongman of the colo­ 
nel’s 
junta 
that 
now 
rules 
Greece has been increasingly 
resorting to suppression in his 
desperate efforts to cope with 
growing internal pressure for 
political freedom. 


According to reports reaching 
the United 
Nations. 
Greece’s 
jails are overcrowded with men 
and women who defy the junta 
and challenge its policies. The 
European Commission on Hu­ 
man Rights has also disclosed 
that torture and other inhuman 
acts 
have 
been 
“ officially 
tolerated” by the colonels. 


This is more proof—if proof 
is still needed—that dictators, 
whether rightis's or leftists, r.re 
brothers under the skin. They 
may quarrel and even come 
to blows on occasions, but they 
are united in their common fear 
of freedom and human decency. 


There is little that the free 
world can do to bring relief to 
the people of Russia, Red China, 
Franco’s Spain and Fidel Cas­ 
tro’s Cuba. 


But Greece is a special prob­ 
lem for NATO and especially 
the United States. It is one of 
the 
few 
remaining 
countries 
where an American is still a 
welcome friend and not an “ im­ 
perialist.” 


More important, 
Greece 
is 
vital to NATO’s southern flank. 


However, according to George 
Mylanos, 
a 
former 
deputy 
prime minister who recently es­ 
caped from Greece, American 
tolerance and even support of 
Papadopoulos and his junta, is 
rapidly 
alienating 
the Greek 
people from the United States. 


In his view, without Ameri­ 
ca’s moral and economic sup­ 
port the dictatorship would not 
last long, 


“ I don’t say that the United 
States should intervene to help 
us—that’s out of the question,” 
Mylanos told this writer. 


“ But the Pentagon should stop 
intervening in support of the 
colonels.” 


The Pentagon has its own 
military and strategic consid­ 
eration, 
of 
course. 
But 
can 
NATO rely on the loyalty of 
the junta? 


The colonels seized power in 
1967 and suppressed democ»*acy 
ostensibly to prevent a Com­ 
munist take-over of Greece. But 
in recent months 
they have 
shown increasing Interest in col- 
labor a tife with Moscow. 


Understandably, 
Papadopou­ 
los finds it more congenial to 


deal with his fellow dictators 
in the East than with the West­ 
ern democracies. He has even 
been asserting lately that com­ 
munism is no longer a threat 
to his country. 


Thus, on the very day the 
Council of Europe charged that 
he was violating human rights, 
members of the junta and the 
Russian ambassador in Athens

For the Russians, who seek 
to become a major power in 
the Mediterranean, close rela­ 
tions with Greece are a stra­ 
tegic and political asset.

A year hence, assuming 
no more progress at the nego­ 
tiating table than hitherto, Nix­ 
on will be faced with a decision 
on cutting into what some be­ 
lieve is a hard core minimum of 
200,000 or so Gls still needed to 
prevent South Vietnam’s being 
overrun. 


U.S. military leaders are al­ 
ready dubious about the Presi­ 
dent’s 
withdrawal pace. 
The 
Joint Chiefs of Staff have rec­ 
ommended a delay, and many 
senior officers were surprised 
by Nixon’s large commitment. 


These officers do not share 
Nixon’s confidence, which he 
expressed more strongly than 
ever before, in the rate at which 
South Vietnamese forces will be 
able to take over the combat. 


Nixon sounded a theme that 
may be heard again in 1972 
when he said “ America has nev­ 
er been defeated in our proud 
190-year history and we shall 
not be defeated in Vietnam.” He 
also pledged again an “ eventu­ 
al, total withdrawal of Ameri­ 
can troops” without fixing a 
deadline. 


Sen. George D. Aiken, R-Vt., 
says Nixon is in fact following 
Aiken’s publicized formula for a 
Vietnam solution—declare victo­ 
ry and get out. 


Whether this is an apt de­ 
scription will not be proved by 
election ti«ie 1970 and maybe 
not by 19T2. While the 150,00(^ 
man withdrawal is described as 
irreversible, Nixon left options 
open thereafter 
and military 
men say the crucial tests on 
how well South Vietnam can 
go it alone are yet to come.

Law For 
Today 


Q. My husband and I lived 
as common-law husband and 
wife for several years. We’ve 
been separated for the last 12 
years. After such a long separa­ 
tion, and since we never were 
legally married, is it necessary 
to obtain a divorce? I ’d like 
to marry and don’t want to be 
accused of bigamy! 


A. 
Common-law 
marriages 
have been prohibited in Illinois 
since 1905. However, common- 
law marriages entered into in 
this state prior to 1905, or in 
any state where common-law 
marriage is valid, are recogniz­ 
ed as valid by this state. In a 
recent case, the question of 
whether two people entered into 
a valid marriage as common- 
law man and wife depends upon 
where 
the 
“ marriage” 
took 
place. If in Illinois or in any 
other slate where common-law 
marriage was prohibited at the 
time the relationship was enter­ 
ed into, no divorce is necessai'y.

Ogilvie said the new airport 
will be larger than Lambert.

Illinois Legislature, Ogilvie said 
but basic development of the 
airport 
would 
be 
financed 
through revenue bonds issued 
by the new airport authority 
The bonds would be retired by 
income from airport users, prin 
cipally the airlines. 


The statement said the seven 
member authority would initial 
ly consist of five members from 
Illinois and two from St. Louis 
but when Lambert Airport is 
turned over to the authority 
three additional St. Louis mem­ 
bers will be appointed to make 
equal representation. 


The mayor said there is City 
Council approval for the plan 
and he anticipated the city 
would spend no money for the 
Illinois airport. He said Lambert 
Airport would be St. Louis’ con­ 
tribution. 


Gov. Ogilvie said the airport 
in Illinois “ will finally launch 
a project which holds the prom­ 
ise of revitalizing the entire

Metro-East 
area.” 


He said consideration will be 
given to an intermodal trans­ 
portation terminal complex rec­ 
ommended by the regional in­ 
dustrial development corpora­ 
tion. The complex would include 
rail, motor and water transpor­ 
tation facilities. 


Cervantes said the authority 
would be called the St. Louis 
Metro Authority. 


Cervantes said the city, locat­ 
ed between the two airports, 
would remain the center of the 
metropolitan area and would 
benefit economically.

THE DOCTOR SAYS 


Tick Bites Transmit 


Spotted Fever Organism 


By Wayne G. B randstadt, M.D. 


Rocky Mountain spotted fever 
is proving to be a m isnom er 
in tliat it has recently been re­ 
ported in several M idwestern 
and E astern states. It is caused 
by a m icroorganism th at is only 
slightly larger than a virus— 
Rickettsia 
rickettsil—and 
is 
transm itted by the bite of a 
tick. Many doctors prefer to 
call 
this 
disease 
tick-borne 
typhus. Wood ticks carry the 
germ in the Southwest and dog 
ticks in the E ast. Spring and 
sum m er 
are 
the 
seasons 
of 
greatest risk. 


From three to ten days after 
the tick bite, the victim gets 
a headache, chills, fever and 
m uscular aching in the arm s 
and legs. Some three to six days 
after the onset, a m easleslike 
rash and extrem e exhaustion 
develop. E arly treatm ent with 
aureom ycin or terram ycln will 
bring about a prom pt cure of 
this very serious disease. 


The best treatm ent, however, 
is prevention. When traipsing 
around in a tick-infested area, 
you should w ear hunting boots 
and a shirt with tight cuffs. 
Your outer garm ents should be 
im pregnated with a tick repel­ 
lent, such as diethyltoluam ide 
or 
dim ethylphthalate. 
At 
the 
end of the day, m ake a careful 
search of your body for ticks. 
Attached ticks should be re­ 
moved gently with a forceps. 
A quick tug m ay leave the head 
imbedded in your skin. Don’t 
crush the tick, as this m ay 
leave germ s on your fingers— 


burn it instead. The point of 
attachm ent should be swabbed 
with alcohol or a strong anti 
septic. 


A protective vaccine is avail­ 
able. To be effective, it must 
be taken four or five weeks 
before exposure but the im ­ 
munity is short-lived. 


Q—In a recent column, you 
advised 
agam st 
washing 
an 
electric blanket in an autom atic 
washer or having it dry clean­ 
ed. How should it be cleaned? 


A—Your best bet is to protect 
the blanket from becoming soil­ 
ed insofar as possible. When 
you feel th at it m ust be clean­ 
ed, wash it gently by hand and 
let it drip dry. Wringing or 
squeezing it or washing it in 
a washing m achine m ay cause 
breaks in the wiring and lead 
to a short circuit and possibly 
fire. Dry cleaning m ay dam age 
the insulation.

A few years ago, a local sage 
made the remark: “ Blessed are 
the deal makers, for they shall 
inherit the film industry.’’ His 
prediction appears to be coming 
true, at least in part. A glance 
over the production ranks shows 
that former agents are assum­ 
ing ever-increasing power in 
movie production. 


The head of the new Warner 
Brothers management team is 
Ted Ashley, who once ran one of 
the biggest talent agencies in 
show business. Since 1962. Uni­ 
versal has been run by MCA.' 
which used to be called “ the oc-: 
topus’’ because of its control of 
film talent. By government de­ 
cree MCA went out of the agen­ 
cy business after the studio pur­ 
chase. 


Martin Baum, agent for Gig: 
Young and other stars. now> 
heads the movie enterprises of‘ 
ABC. Herb Solow, vice presi­ 
dent in charge of production at, 
MGM. once worked for the Wil-1 
Ham Morris Agency.

Myron Selznick. Embittered be-' 
.cause he believed the film boss-' 
es had bankrupted his father. 


Lewis J. Selznick, Myron sought 
revenge by demanding outra­ 
geous terms for stars and direc­ 
tors. He attracted a huge talent 
list to his agency because of his 
effectiveness. 


MCA had even greater suc­ 
cess 
in 
the years following 
World War H. The giant agency 
was able to set up picture deals 
in which the producer, director, 
writer and stars were all MCA 
clients. It was a natural step to 
assume control of Universal. 


Some agents have become 
producers by going into partner­ 
ship with their clients. That was 
true of Harold Hecht, who was 
long associated w'ith Burt Lan­ 
caster. In the case of the late 
Martin Melcher, the client was

AUGUSTAT Ga. (N E A )-“ Us- 
ually,” said Billy Casper, in 
his soft, slow yet other-worldly 
tone before the fourth round 
of the 1970 M asters, “ usually 
I don’t eat 
breakfast 
before 
playing. When an anim al eats, 
he wants to lay down and sleep. 
Same with a man. So I like to 
have an empty stomach on the 
course. I’m alert, like a hungry 
lion.” 


Much has been made of what 
Casper does eat, 
in contrast 
to w hat he does not eat. Five 
years ago Casper lost some 40 
pounds, from 225 to 185, on a 
diet which included ground bear 
in green peppers, reindeer pat­ 
ties, 
antelope 
stew, 
buffalo 
roast and ground hippopotamus 
gravy. 


It requires sim ilar discipline 
too stick to and hunt up such 
culinary exotica as it does to 
go hungry in a morningtim e, 
to live and propagate his beliefs 
as a Mormon m issionary, to 
be, today, the world's greatest 
golfer. 


With his $25,000 for winning 
the M asters, Casper moved past 
Jack Nicklaus as the second 
biggest money-winner 
in golf 
history. Casper, 38, has won 
over .$1.045,000 since turning pro 
in 1954, and some $13,000 more 
than 
Nicklaus, 
though 
about 
$100.000 less than Arnold P al­ 
mer. 


In keeping with his religious 
tenets, 
Casper 
discusses 
his 
career with homilies like “ hon­ 
est accom plishm ents,” and re­ 
fers to “ goals achieved” ra­ 
ther than “ trium phs.” Yet he 
says. “ Of the players playing 
today. I’ve won the second most 
tournam ents.” 


While some tour peers may 
call 
that self-praise 
(he has 
critics among pro golfers, and 
they 
say his Mormon 
fervor 
is “ phony” 
and 
“ fanatical” ), 
Casper 
could 
excuse 
it 
as 
simple fact: Palm er has won 
55 
professional 
tournam ents 
in the United States, Casper 
45 and Casper continues to win 
and contend regularly, w hereas 
P alm er often struggles to make 
the cut and Nicklaus has not 
won a m ajor tournam ent since 
the 
1967 
U.S. 
Open. 
South 
African Gary P lay er plays rela­ 
tively infrequently in this coun­ 
try and so has a lesser over­ 
all record than the other top 
golfers. 


For all his victories, Casper 
had never before won the Mas­ 
ters in 13 previous tries. Last 
year, he led after each of the 
first three rounds, then bogeyed 
five of the last 10 holes and fin­ 
ished one stroke behind winner 
George Archer. 


“The M asters has been so 
elusive for us,” said C asper’s 
wife, Shirley, before this y ear’s 
third round in which Casper 
again would take the lead “ I’m 
afraid to hope. 


“ It’s very im portant to Bill. 
F irst of all. from a m anage­ 
m ent standpoint. Winning the 
M asters will give us an early 
start on business promotions. 
And then, well, pride. To win 
the M asters, how do you put 
a dollar sign on th at?” 


If he 
had 
lost 
again 
this 
year—and he fell from the lead 
on the fourth and final round 
but fought back to tie Gene 
Littler and then win in a play­ 
off—he said that it would have 
been just another “ experience" 
in life. 


“ You have an obligation to 
serve your fellowman whether 
it be in winning or losing,” said 
Casper, who falls into sermons 
easily and consciously. In 1966 
he converted to the Church of 
Jesus 
Christ 
of 
Latter-Day 
Saints, and now is a member 
of the Seventy—“ a missionary 
calling.’’ 


“ I tell youth th at it is easy 
to be a good winner. But the 
really true test of a champion 
is to accept defeat graciously. 
Some guys say, ‘Show me a 
good loser and I’ll show you 
an also-ran.’ I don’t believe 
that. I think an athlete has a 
responsibility 
to 
set 
a 
good 
example, because he has influ­ 
ence in every phase of life. And 
if a fellow professes to be a fol­ 
lower of Christ, then he must 
also take care to act in a m an­ 
ner that will be pleasing to the 
example of the L ord.” 


Yet some of his fellow golfers 
feel he is not alw ays a good 
losei*. and that he is prone to 
making excuses. “ Once,” said 
another pro, “ I saw Billy make 
a bad hurried swing. The ball 
duck-tailed off. A bad swing, 
like we all make occasionally. 
And Billy started rubbing his 
left shoulder, as if it hurt. He's 
too good a golfer to do that.” 


Nor is Casper as stoical as 
he would have some believe. 


On the morning of the Mas­ 
ters third round, he and Mrs. 
Casper sat in bed and read the 
sports section. Shirley Casper 
noted that Tommy Aaron went 
bogey, par. bogey, double bogey 
on the first four holes the day 
before.

NEW YORK (A P) - As their 
streets and economic life be­ 
come locked in traffic jams that 
sometimes grow tight as jigsaw 
puzzles, city administrators ar^ 
now giving more serious consid­ 
eration to revolutionary “ people 
movers.” 


The term is perhaps not the 
best, but it does effectively en­ 
compass the wide range of con­ 
veyor belts, moving sidewalk.?, 
monorails, automatic railroads, 
subways and other means of 
moving masses of people short 
distances. 


General Electvic, Goodyear, 
Westinghouse and perhaps 100 
smaller 
companies 
are 
in­ 
volved. San Jose, Calif., is about 
to install a six-mile belt system. 
New 
York 
is 
considering 
a 
cross-Manhattan conveyor. 


The 
primary 
problem 
of 
congestion remains associated 
with downtown areas of major 
cities, where dozens of roads 
disgorge thousands of automo­ 
biles that squeeze into a mass of 
noisy, polluted frustration. 


At airports, where congestion 
already is bad, the situation 
could become almost impossl- 
sible. 


A hypothetical situation: 
A 
Boeing 747 terminates a flight 
and prepares for a return trip. 
About 400 passengers and crew 
get off and each is met by two 
persons. The total for one flight 
is now 1,200. 


Double the figure because of 
those preparing to board the re­ 
turn flight. The total in one 
small area of the airport is now 
2,400. But nearby, another 2,400 
people are jammed at the gates 
because another 747 has landed. 


The problem obviously cannot 
be solved by dispersing the neo- 
ple by automobile, because that 
would merely add to the conges­ 
tion. The people movers say one 
of their systems Is needed. 


Goodyear, for example, is of­ 
fering what It calls the Carve- 
yor system, which consists of a 
series of small bubble top vehi­ 
cles, capable of seating about a

Renting Merchandise 
Often Economical

One of the handiest tools on 
earth is a saber saw. It will 
cut anything from a piece of 
Swiss cheese to a two-by-four 
into any shape. And it will do 
it with ease, speed and pre­ 
cision. 


Thousands of these saws are 
sold annually to home work­ 
shop buffs. And most of them 
get used about twice a year.

It’s a reasonably good bet 
that nine out of 10 tool fanciers 
would be better off economi­ 
cally if they passed up purchase 
in favor of periodic rental. This 
principle isn’t limited to saw- 
buyers either. 


Almost 
any 
typical 
home­ 
owner could live a richer life 
at a lower cost if he rejected 
the idea of outright purchase 
of many common items. 


The idea of renting equip­ 
ment in preference to buying 
it is hardly new. Most of the 
pioneers 
who 
went 
west 
in 
the 1800s did so in rented Cones­ 
toga wagons. 


They realized what many a 
homeowner finds out the hard 
way — that when you need a 
piece of specialized equipment 
for a one-shot purpose, renting 
makes more sense than buying. 


Consetoga wagons have gone 
out of style, but ordinary people 
still buy concrete mixers, wine 
presses, arc welders and ice 
cream makers in blithe disre­ 
gard of probable frequency of 
use. The proof is in the classi­ 
fied section of any newspaper. 
Ads 
for 
such 
merchandise 
characteristically state that the 
object is “ like new” or “ used 
twice.” 


Three other considerations — 
in addition to frequency of use 
— 
ought 
to guide decisions 
between purchase and rental. 
They are quality, storage and 
expense. 


Quality 
— 
Many 
common 
items — particularly tools 
come 
in 
a 
wide 
range 
of 
quality. Frequently, you can af­ 
ford to rent a better quality 
than you can afford to buy. 


A miter box used in cutting 
angles on moldings and picture 
frames 
is 
a 
good 
example. 
Accuracy is everything in a 
miter box, but a good one can 
cost 
$30. 
The 
householder’s 
choice is often between renting 
an accurate one and buying 
a cheaper one almost guar­ 
anteed to do a poor job. 


Storage — When you’re paint­ 
ing your house, a 30-foot exten­ 
sion ladder can be as essen­ 
tial as a paintbrush. Once the

Expense -- Need a silver tea 
service, a hospital bed or a gar­ 
den tractor? If you price them, 
you will probably decide to do 
without. But renting such items 
on a short-term basis can be 
sensible substitute.

The Daniel T. Cloud Memori­ 
al Leadership Award was pre­ 
sented this month at a meeting 
of the Conference of Executives 
of American Schools for the 
Deaf, held at St. Augustine, 
Florida.

But before you and the kids 
take that first plunge, it’s im ­ 
portant to line up a few sensible 
safety rules. These pool pointers 
will help you keep your head 
above water—at least as often 
as necessary for safe summer 
swimming. 


1. Pool maintenance is the 
first requirement for healthy 
and happy plunging, so be sure 
to add the proper chemicals 
and to clean filters so that 
water will stay clear and germ 
free. Repair damaged equip­ 
ment 
before 
it 
becomes 
a 
hazard. 


2. Always 
arrange 
for an 
adult to be present whenever 
children use the pool. This poli­ 
cy should be enforced as strict­ 
ly with neighbors’ children as 
with your own. 


3. Wait an hour after meals 
before entering pool. 


4. Poolside 
life 
preservers 
are essential. An inflated inner 
tub is fine for this purpose. 


5. A high fence surrounding 
the pool will protect small fry 
and could save you negligence 
charges. Always keep gate clos­ 
ed when pool is not in use. For 
the smaller, portable type of 
pool a temporary type of snow 
fencing can be used. 


6. Filters should be run so 
that water is completely filtered 
every 18-24 hours and should 
be cleaned every three to ten 
days, 


7. 
Electric lights in pool area 
increase safety of night swim­ 
ming and help prevent acci­ 
dents after dark. Main switches 
to electrically powered equip­ 
ment should be cut off and fuses 
removed after the swimming 
season. 


8. During 
the 
off-season, 
cover pool with plastic or can­ 
vas top strong enough to sujv 
port an adult. 


Multi-car families making a 
transcontinental move can now 
ship cars by train between New 
York City.

While an extended car trip 
is no longer the adventure it 
was in the days of goggles and 
linen dusters, it’s a fact that 
nearly half the 60 million ear- 
vacationers in the U.S. still 
drive off as if it were. 


You can drive right up to the 
head of the class by heeding 
these helpful hints from councils 
on automobile travel safety that 
can help make your trip a safe 
and pleasant one.
